There is added mis- 
fortune in the fact that scandals 
should so early attach to the admin- 
istration, of this branch of the postal 
service. 
Free delivery in the rural 


districts has but just emerged from 
the experimental stage and it can 
hardly be else than seriously harm- 
ful to the efficiency of the service auc 
detrimental to its economies to have 
maladministration of its workings 
But it is much better that irregular! 
ties and misdoings in that branch o 
the postal service should be discov 
ered now and rooted out than later 
when dishonesty and mismanage 
rnent might and probably would un 
justly reflect on the value and e:on 
omy of the system itself. While th 
investigation moves with almost tire 
some deliberation, there is at th 
same time reason to hope that it wi 
be tolerably thorough and in the enc 
have a greatly improving effect on 
the postal service.

YUCJTJ1M, 
THE 
OF DEJD 
CITIES. 


One of the ctars places of the -west- 


ern hemisphere is the perinsula of 
Yucatan. Except a narrow zone on 
the north coast, given to the cultiva- 
tion of sisal hemp, and an equally 
narrow belt on the east, in which the 
cutting of mahogany, cedar and log- 
wood is an important industry, the 
country 
is practically unknown. 


Much of it never has been explored 
and is occupied by hostile tribes, who 
have maintained their independence 
first against the Spanish viceroyalty 
and then against the republican gov- 
ernment of Mexico until the present. 


Collisions between the Mexican au- 


thorities and the independent tribes 
have been frequent, although the re- 
ports that have filtered through the 
ordinary news channels to the north- 
ern press have been few and meager. 


The most serious of these difficul- 


ties occurred thirty years ago, -when 
the Indians destroyed the town of 
Balacar and massacred many of its 
inhabitants. 
The survivors fled to 


British territory for protection, set- 
tling in Corosal, which, from an in- 
significant cluster of native 
huts, 


was transformed into the second city 
in size and importance in British 
Honduras. Minor disturbances have 
happened almost every year since 
then, being mainly due to timbei 
cutters trespassing upon the domains 
which the Indians regarded as their 
tribal inheritance. 


Mot until 1900, however, did thesi 


troubles excite the alarm of the Mex 
ican government. In that year thi 
tribesmen again descended upon Bal 
acar, which had been rebuilt, bu 
which had never regained its forme 
importance. Thera and at Ascension 
Bay, further up the coast, consider 
able loss of life and property occurrei 
before the Indians were driven bad 
to their retreats 
in the interioi 


General Bravo, with 3,000 of th 


best troops of the republic, has been 
stationed at Ascension Bay ever since 
and at times has found 
his force 


hardly sufficient to protect the coast 
towns and interior camps of timber 
cutters from the savages. 


The result of ths last uprising has 


been that the Mexican government 
has determined upon the complete 
subjugation of the independent tribes 
and the thorough exploration of the 
peninsula. The wealth of the forests 
nd of the mountains to be opened to 
apital and enterprise, and the won- 
.erful ruins of a past and forgotten 
ivilization that make Yucatan the 
Egypt of the new world are to be 
made accessible to the sightseer and 
he archaeologist. 
The independent tribes of Yucatan 


are of Maya origin and still retain 
some traces of the civilization that 
lourished in the golden ages of the 
American tropics, when Tihob, Iza- 
mal, TTxmal, Palenque and Menche 
were great and populous cities. They 
wear cotton clothes 
of their own 


manufacture, 
show much skill in 


architecture, have some knowledge 
of navigation, 
compute times and 


seasons from the movements of the 
stars and have an alphabet and 
written language. 


Along with these inheritances from 


their more enlightened 
ancestors; 


however, are many marks of barbar- 
ism. 
They paint and tattoo their 


into submission. Ere long they re-] 
lapsed into the same condition of 
paganism and barbarism as that of 
the more southern tribes which had 
never felt the white man's yoke. 


Among the tribes that were never 


conquered are .the Tzendils, Tzotzils, 
ftuelens, Chols, Chontals and Lan- 
cadons. The last named tribe oc- 
cupies the upper basin of the tTsuma- 
cinta river, in 
both Mexico and 


Guatemalan territory, and probably 
is the most numerous and the most 
>owerful of the aboriginal peoples 
remaining in'North America. 


The peninsula of Yucatan is noth- 


ing but a vast coral reef that in ages 
:>ast was raised above the level of 
he sea. This bald, bare rock is in- 
upable of supporting the luxuriant 
regetation found in the deeper soil 
if the adjacent countries. Even the 
>alms take on curious dwarfed and 
stunted forms. 
Strangely enough, 


however, the very poverty of the soil 
causes the mahogany, rosewood, 
cedar and other cabinet woods of 
Yucatan to be more valuable than 
those found anywhere else in tropical 
America. Their growth is necessar- 
ily very slow, giving them a fineness 
of grain and a closeness of texture 
elsewhere unknown. 


The forests of palms and hard- 


woods are confined to the eastern 
coast and the low-lying country bor- 
dering on Guatemala and 
British 


strata, and find their way to the e«a 


faces and bodies, flatten the heads 
of their children, practice human 
sacrifice and make war with poisonec 
spears and 
arrows. 
Some of th 


tribes were subjugated by the Span 
ish viceroys and for nearly two cen 
turies were nominally converted in 
the Catholic faith. 


In 1848 they rose in revolt agains 


the Mexican government, then to 
fully engaged in its unequal conflic 
with the United States to coerce them 


Honduras. The remainder of the ter- 
ritory, although elevated only a fav 
hundred feet above the level of the 
sea, supports no vegetation 
excep 


the agave, cactus and mosquito. Tin 
rainfall is excessive, often being ai 
high as 140 inches in a year in 
places, but notwithstanding thi 
there are no running streams of wa 
ter. In the course of untold ages th 
waters have dissolved channels an 
galleries in the coralline limeston 


through underground channels. Fir 
out in the bay of Campeachy are a 
score or more places many 
miles 


apart, where great springs of fresh 
water bubble up through the brine, 
and at these vessels engaged in the 
lumber and dye-wood trade secure 
their supply. 


From these subterranean streams 


the people of Yucatan obtain water 
for domestic use. Here and there are 
descending caves leading down to the 
vaters. 
Some of these caves evi- 


.ently are the work' of man, stair- 
ways being cut in the solid limestone 
o give access to the water. The 
avwns through which it flows are 
called oenotes, and at all hours of 
he day a constant procession of wo- 
men may be seen' entering and 
^merging with earthen vessels In 
vhich they carry cool water from the 
depths below. 


The famous cenote of Balcnehen is 


410 feet below the surface 'and is 
reached by a series of gently sloping 
galleries and spiral stairways, re- 
quiring a journey of nearly 1,700 fee 
each way. At Merida, on tie ticrf 
coast, the chief emporium of the 
trade in sisal hemp, the cenobes ar 
only 25 feet below the surface, am 
nearly every dwelling has a well t 


e waters below. 
Many, and perhaps all, of the ca 


notes are connected by a series o 
cavern* which must re hundreds o 
miles in extent. These galleries are 
inhabited by a peculiar eyeless croco 
dile, of a sickly gray color, and by 
bird called the "te-b," having so 
frilky plumage and a tail of. but tw 
fearhers. The teh is held in super 
stttious reverence by every native o 
Yucatan. Tribal legends 
say th 


souls of departed chiefs dwell in th 
bodies of these birds, smd that son-

ost gr-atness of the Mayas 
Every one of the great groups of 
tfrn'g which have made Yucatan f s.- 
ucus is found in the immediate vi- 
inity of a cenote. This proves that 
owever remote may have be*n the 
eriod in which the civilizatirn of 
ic Mayas nourished, the same phy- 
dcal conditions prevailed then as 
low. More than 80 extensive groups 
f these ruins have beer> visited and 
artially explored. Hew many more 
aro to be found in the unvisited re- 
<*ions occupied by the independent 
.ribes cannot even be conjectured. 
That there ore many is proved by

The island of Cozumel, separated 


from Yucatan only by the deep Yu- 
catan channel, is the Mecca of the 
Mayas. In its deep forests are the 
ruins of their sacred city and their 
most holy temple. 
Most of the 


island has not yet been explored by 
the inquisitive 
white man, which 


seems all the more remarkable when 
we consider the fact that its shores 
are skirted by every vessel sailing 
from Mew Orleans or Mobile to C 
tral American ports, and that it is 
the first land sighted after crossin; 
the Gulf of Mexico. Its 
verdant, 


palm-covered shores have gladdeuec 


were discovered and partially ex- 
plored by Holmes in 1895. 


'.Che iilayas possessed an extensive 


literature written on parchment or 
native paper folded iis.e a Japanese 
screen, or on the white inner bark of 
a tree, which was then rolled like a j 
school girl's essay. The bigotry or 
mistaken zeal of the Spanish monks 
and priests caused nearly all of these 
ancient manuscripts to be destroyed. 
Altars, monoliths and walls in the 
uins are often covered with so-call- 
id calculiform inscriptions, named 
:rom the resemblance of the charac- 
:ers to small, rounded pebbles. • No 
rey to the deciphering of the inscrip- 
ions has ever been discovered. 


The most important and extensive 


of the written manuscripts of the an- 
cient Mayas is the "Chilan-Balam 
Book," the interpreter of 'oracles. It 
.s'the Maya. Book of Fate, being to 
them what the Sibylline books were 
to the ancient Romans. It consists 
largely of interpretations of dreams, 
signs and omens; of prophecies, and 
of rules for forecasting the times and 
seasons from the movements of the 
heavenly bodies. There are said to 
be 18 copies of it still in existence, 
•which are in the custody of the lead- 
ing villages. They are, however, a1 
all times accessible to the wise men 
of'all the tribes. 


It is hoped and expected that many 


more manuscripts may 
be 
founc 


among 
the untamed tribes on the 


Guatemalan frontier. It this hope i: 
realized, much of the history o; 
America before the conquest of Mex 
ico may be revealed. This, in fact 
is the most important result that i 
likely to flow from the present ef 


henequin planters than to the efforts 
of the Mexican 
government. 
Not 


more than 350 square miles of terri- 
tory are under cultivation in hene-' 
quin or sisal hemp, yet on this small 
area is produced the fiber that liter- 
ally binds the wheat harvests of th» 
world. It is used alike in Monnesota 
and Argentina, in Siberia and Egypt, 
,nd wherever, in fact, the production. 
if wheat is of sufficient importano* 
o call for the automatic harvester. 
The henequin plant is a species of 


agave, closely resembling the contury 
>lant, so common in northern hom«a 
and conservatories. 
It is found all 


over tropical America, but nowhere 
else are its fibres so fine, strong; and 
durable as in the rocky limestone soil 
of Yucatan. The cultivation of this 
plant, therefore, has become of gx*afc 
Importance. There are 343 henequin 
plantations, connected by a complete 
system of railroads and tramways,, 
which convey the raw leavwi to tha 
stripping plants and the baled flbr« 
to the docks at Merida. In 180O 
these plantations exported 500,004 
bales, valued at more than f8,000,-^ 


Next to the cultivation of hen«- 


quin, timber catting is the most Im- 
portant industry in the peninsula,. 
The principal emporium of the trada 
in logwood, mahogany and cedar is 
Balacar, on the Bio Hondo. Nearly 
all of the manual labor both la th* 
woods and on the plantations is per- 
formed by semi-civilized Mayai.

515,000 men can be put into the field, 
and when it is considered that the 
population of, the confederation is 
under 3,500,000 it will be seen that 
there ia a higher percentage of mili- 
tary service in Switzerland than in 
any other country in the world. The 
cost-.for these 515,000 men is fil,12p,- 
000 per annum. These-figures must 
appeal to Mr. Brodrick when juggling 
with his^ millions and his phantom 
army corps. 


Every Swiss adult is liable to mil- 


itary service. In the event of a man 
being -physically unfit to serve with 
the colors he is compelled to pay a 
small sum annually to exempt him 
.from service, but in time of war he 
may be called upon to serve in suc/i 


This role might consist either of act- 
ng as a military clerk or as an or- 
derly at the hospitals. 
- 


The military service is divided into 


:hree periods, the first being what is 
known as the "Elite," which a youth 
enter's in his twentieth year. After 
passing a stiff medical examination 
hie goes into training at one of 
the 


barracks for a period, of six weeks 
to three months. This training is 
very severe. 
He is constantly 
at 


work the whole day, either being 
drilled or being taught to shoot, or 
out on long route mafehes. 


Discipline is strict, but is essen-

Three months ago the 
civilized 


world was startled by news of dis- 
tress and starvation in a land almost 
wholly unknown outside of Europe. 


The chief divisions of the. Finnish 


peasantry are the farmers who are 


' land owners and ths tenant farmers. 


It is among the latter that the suf- 
fering is most acute. For two weeks 
we have visited the homes of tenant 
fanners and in every case the sight 
of misery and ths story of want has 
been the same. A description of our 
experiences in a few of these homes, 
therefore, is thoroughly typical of all 
such homes throughout the famj.-te 
area of Finland. 


I recall one such home aot far 


i * from hers, where we found five chil- 


dren alone, the eldest thirteen, the 


three. They were mother- 


ess and for days had 
been also 1 


'atherless. For the father was away 
traveling about the country on skis, 
.coking for work. He had been gone 
;hree or four days and upon 
the 


eldest child, a girl, devolved the care 
of her four brothers and sisters. "We 
stepped into this home of unhappy 
childhood, and came to a sudden 
pause, so appalling- was the picture 
of misery. Imagine a log hut, of 
one room not larger than the log 
cabins of our own poor in the south, 
but with a ceiling too lo\~ for an or- 
dinary man to stand upright,, and 
containing absolutely nothing in the 
way of furniture save a rude table, 
a few rough hewn kitchen utensils 
and a bench along one side. On that 
bench as we entered sat the five chil- 
dren. Did they evince childish curi- 
osity at our intrusion? Nay! There 
they sat and stared, like so many 
little statues of grief, their young 
spirit deadened by the pang of that 
peculiar form of hunger that comes 
of eating the same food week after 
week and month after month. And 
such food! Simply the black bread 
from flour furnished by the relief 
committee. The bread was as hard 
as pumice- To soften it they dipped 
it in hot water, making a kind of 
gruel. This black bread, or commit- 
tee bread, • is superior 
to hunger

Even for the three-year-old boy there 
was no milk, for the cow had long 
ago been sold. His stomach, like 
those of the others, was distended 
abnormally, as the result of starva- 
tion diet. The single room was at 
once their parlor, bed chamber, din- 
ing room and kitchen. When even- 
ing came they had no candle, not 
even a little petroleum for the tiny 
tin lamp. 
So with the coming of 


darkness they huddled around the 
fire on the stone hearth, 
the bare 


floor their bed_, for even the straw 
had been sold. By day this room 
was their playhouse—though it 
is 


difficult to associate play with

childhood that has had glee frozen 
within the marrow, with a childhood 
upon whose life laughter has ceased 
as utterly as upon the life of old age. 
Yet these children had one plaything. 
It lay on the window sill, .a tiny 
home-made rag doll, the sole evidence 
of childish things in this stricken 
home.

Danish poor law, there can be but 
one opinion as to the way in which it 
.s administered—in the whole world 
there is no other city that obtains 
so good a return for the money it 
spends on poor relief as Copenhagen. 
The reason of this is not far to seek—- 
the administration of the relief is 
entirely 
in the hands of experts. 


There are no honorary officials there 
to do their work or leave it undone, 
just as the fancy seizes them, says 
the Pall Mall Gazette; there are no 
boards of guardians to muddle away 
the ratepayers' money on the gratifi- 
cation of their own whims, i'or tho 
Copenhageners are a practical race, 
thrifty, too, by instinct, and they 
have made a clean sweep of the ama- 
teur administrator, holding that h.3 
is too costly a luxury for so small 
a country as theirs. They gave him 
a fair trial—until 1867 their poor 
law was worked on much the same 
lines as ours is worked today—aad 
they found him quite lamentably 
wanting. He is always wasteful and 
negligent, they say. and they spean 
from experience; he is unjust, too, 
as often as not, and from sheer blun- 
dering. 
"It suits us better," they 


maintain, "to pay a man to do our 
work well than to have it done gratis 
and badly." 


Whan things go wrong in the city 


the Copenhageners have always ths 
satisfaction

done or left undone. These four offi- 
cials are equal in rank and are en- 
tirely independent of one another, 
each of them being at the head of a 
separate department. They are ap- 
pointed by

subject to the veto of the king, ana 
they hold office practically for life, 
for, although the council may dis- 
miss them, it' they do so without the 
consent of the king they must con- 
tinue to pay their salaries. Each 
burgomaster is directly responsible 
to the municipal council as the rep- 
resentative of the ratepayer and to 
the city president as the representa- 
tive of the state for the right doing 
of the work intrusted to 'his depart- 
ment.

For years past Hsrr oa- 
cobi has been working heart and 
soul to render Copenhagen a model 
city so far as its dealings with its 
poor are concerned, aad to a certain 
estent he has succeeded. 


The destitute are certainly treated 


at once more humanely and more 
justly there than anywhere else in 
Europe. He has under his control 
the administration not only of pau- 
per relief, but of old.age relief, and 
of tho public charities. Thus he is 
tha caretaker of the poor of all de-

much be given or too little, should a 
worthless loafer obtain a grant in aid : 
or a deserving old couple be left on .

For poor relief purposes Copenhag- - 


en is divided into 12 districts. Each 
district is under the care of a district 
superintendent, who is responsible to - 
his group inspector and through him 
to the burgomaster for the adminis- 
tration of the relief. A district su-' 
perintendent is always 
specially 


trained for his work and devotes to 
it the whole of his time. He and his. 
assistant officials are in close touch. 
with the poor of the district; they go 
about among them, in much ths same 
way as the charity organization 'offi- 
cials go about among the poor ia 
London, investigating the causes of 
poverty as well as relieving distress. i 
As they act in concert with the po-. 
lice, they know the past histories of 
the people with whom they have to 
deal; they know, too, the lives they 
lead and the amount of their earn- 
ings. Thus it is difficult for even tha 
most skilled of professional beggars 
to impose ca them, and when they 
help they can adapt what they giva 
to the veal necessities of the case.

cil of the Jewish nation, to;help him. 
get at the truth. Paul's first words to 
them, were not a boast of a sinless life, 
but a protestation- of his loyalty as 
a Jew to the God of the Jews—a plea 
of 
"not 
guilty." 
Paul's condiuct, 


whea smitten-, is in striking contrast 
with that of the Master under similar 
circumstances, and yet we cannot feel 
that his indignation wns unjustifiable, 
Bemember that this session of the San- 
hedrin was informal; that probably 
the Roman' officer was presiding and 
not tiie high priest, as in regular ses- 
sions; and the high priest did not wear 
a distinctive dress, escept whea en- 
gaged ia- actual service, and that Paul 
had been a stranger ai Jerusalem-for 
many years. It was thus natural that

cial bureau that administers the ok. 
age relief law in the four districts. 
It is to him that all claims for this 
form of relief must be sent; it is ue 
who investigates them, who reports 
on them to the burgomaster and who 
decides practically whether they are 
or are not admissible. 
The three 


group inspectors are the special guar- 
dians of all the respectable aged poor 
in the city, just as the twelve district 
superintendents aro the 
guardians 


of all the paupers, and on them falls 
the hardest of all tasks, that of clas- 
sifying1 the applicants for relief, of 
deciding which of them belong to the 
deserving section of the community 
and which to the pauper class.

THE 
TALMAGE 
SERMON 


(Rev. Frank DeWitt Taimage, D. D-, 


^Pastor Jefferson Park Presbyterian 
church, Chicago, in the Christian 
Herald.) 
In this sermon 
Dr. Taimage 


preaches a sermon of rare interest 
upon the subject of "Noble Lawyers." 
Bis text is from I. Timothy, 1:8: 
"The Law is Good, if a Man Use it 
lawfully." 


Paul had all the mental qualifica- 


tions of a great lawyer. When he 
stood before Felix, and as his own 
advocate tore into pieces the charge 
made by the prosecuting 
attorney, 


Tertullus; 
when he argued 
before 


King Agrippa, until the king admit- 
ted he was "almost persuaded;" when 
he pleaded upon Mars' Hill with the 
jury of Greek scholars until at last 


This was the way the estate of a 
famous lawyer-statesman was legally 
stolen. Every one who read histvriU, 
clearly understood 
what 
the dead 


statesman wished to have done with 
his property. 
He wanted to have 


built a great public institution. Yet, 
some distant relative, with whom he 
never had any close affiliation, by the 
aid of scheming lawyers, broke that 
will. It was only because one of the 
new heirs was intrinsically honest 
that part of the estate was placed at 
the disposal of the trustees who were 
appointed to carry out the scheme- 


There is an old saying that "noth- 


ing is more deceptive than a column 
of 
figures." 
There is another old 


aying: "Nothing is more unjust at 
times than law." Any lawyer who 
restitutes his brain and energy to 
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even that central seat of Athenian 
culture was shaken to its very foun- 
dation of his proclamation of 
the 


"unknown God," we find the highest 
development of forensic training and 
legal acumen. As one schooled in the 
law, Paul knew the mighty and ma- 
jestic power of the law, both spirit- 
ual and temporal. Therefore he lays 
down the broad proposition that law 
is good f&r the community, and that 
it is needed not only for the vindi- 
cation of the right, but for the pun- 
ishment of wrong-doers, whether the 
laws that they break are human or 
divine. 


But though the legal profession of 


fers such wonderful opportunities to 
defend the weak and punish the bad 
there are some cynics who profess t 
believe that an honest lawyer doe 
not exist. Sir Hartley Williams, 
celebrated Australian judge, once pcs 
simistically commented upon the fac 
that there was a pious lawyer in hi 
circuit who used to regularly pray 
that he might get clients. 
"Imag- 


ine," said the judge, "the insult to 
the Almighty 
contained in the re- 


quest that God should stir up strife 
among the people, 
foment discord, 


and promote litigation, just to serve 
the selfish purpose of this pious so- 
licitorP" But that cynical comment 
of the learned judge might have been 
entirely wrong. That lawyer might 
be innocent of any desire to foment 
strife, and only anxious to have the 
opportunity of serving his fellow- 
man, and be able to redress the 
wrongs of some injured person.. 


The. noble profession of the law is 


often unjustly maligned. Like other 
profession, it has in its ranks un- 
worthy men who disgrace it, 
and 


there is no profession in which trick- 
ery and rascality reaps so rich a har- 
vest. £•-: it has also in its ranks 
noble, honest, sterling men, whose 
knowledge and talents are devoted to 
the cause of right and justice. 
I 


want .to say to all young men who 
are entering that profession, that if 
they1 set before themselves a lofty 
ideal, and hold fast to Christian prin- 
ciple, they may win success in- it, 
serving God faithfully, and keeping 
their character unstained: Let ma 
try to give you briefly my conception 
of the principles of a Christian law- 


lead the. dishonest civil suit of a 
lient becomes a party to the corrupt 
purpose. The lawyer himself, by 
liat advocacy, bscomes a dishonest 


litigation. He knows that often th = 
best way to settle a legal difficulty 
is outside the court, instead of in- 
side. 


Practical illustration: A man comes 


to his lawyer and says, '-I have been 
unjustly treated and I want $5,000 
damages. I want you to bring suit 
right away." What does that honest 
lawyer do? He looks all over the 
details of the case. 
Then, if he is 


conscientious, he says to his client, 
"My friend, you have 'sufficient 
grounds for damages, but as your 
lawyer I am going to advise you as 
I would my own son. Do not ge' 
mixed up in this" case 
unless you 


must. The lawyers' -fees may in th 
end cost more than you would make 
Then, there is no telling what a jury 
may do. You might lose everything 
I would compromise. " I would tak 
what I could get and let the rest go 
It will be cheaper in the end. Tha 
is my advice." 
This is the sain 


man. Abraham Lincoln won the ap- 
pellation "Hcnest Abe." How? Ht 
would ntver allow himself to get 
mixed up in a dishonest suit. Many 
fears ago, a man went to his ofiice 
in Springfield, and wanted him to bo 
lis attorney for a certain case. After 
Mr. Lincoln had studied 
all 
the 


facts, he turned to this man and said: 
"My friend, by a technicality of ths 
law you can win that case, but I will 
not argue it for you. You are dis- 
honest in your attempts to win that 
money. If I stood before a jury to 
plead for you, every word I uttered 
would seem to echo in my mind this 
sentence: 'Abe, you are pleading for 
an untruth; Abe, you are a dishonest 
man!'" John 
J. Crittentori, tho 


great senator, had marvelous power 
with a jury. Every Kentuckian knew 
that Senator Crittenton would no', 
under any condition consciously ar- 
gue for a dishonest c*n*e. Many a 
college lad has 
oontraotcd a habit 


which has contaminated his 
whole 


future by standing up in a literary 
society to champion a. wrong theme. 
Therefore, my legal friend, nevir un- 
der any condition become a party to a 
fraud, by advocating in civil suit the 
dishonest c'tuse of a corrupt client. 


The honest lawyer never uses falsa 


means to plead for a justifiable cause. 
He never produces false witneeses t» 
prove on alibi, no matter how much 
he may believe in "the innocence of 
the defendant. 
He never believes 


it honest to be dishonest, or to tell a 


kind of advice which John X. Por 
ter, for many years the leader of th 
New York bar, 
once gave to m 


father. 
My father determined, o 


one occasion, to appeal to the cour 
for vindication. He had conclusiv 
evidence to support his case. H 
took this evidence to Mr. Porter's 
office and read it to him. After read- 
ing it John X. Porter, as a conscien- 
tious lawyer, turned and said: ''Dr. 
Taimage, upon that evidence I can 
win the suit for you. But I am going 
to tell 
you what I told Horace 


Greeley, who last week came on the 
same kind of an errand and sat in 
the same chair on. which you are now 
sitting: 
Go home and mind your 


business. 
You have a work to do. 


Life is too short for you to spend any 
of that time fighting in a court of 
law unless your work is menaced." 
My father went home. The suit was 
never brought. 


"But," says some Voung lawyer, 


"that may be all right for a well 
established attorney like John 
K. 


Porter to do. He had all the busi- 
ness he could carry. He. could afford 
in his position to 
turn down 
a 


Greeley. But that is not the way a 
young man can build up a practice. 
It is what he does in the court, and 
not outside of it, that wins him 
fame." 
Ko, 
my friend, 
you are 


wrong. The public is not as stupid 
as you think. . If that public once 
hears a whispering that you are try- 
ing to keep'clients out ofjrouble, 
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'He will never champion a cause 
that he knows to be dishonest. Whyf 
Because he w^uld be aiding one.man 
to deprive another of his rights. Oh, 
the wrongs that are perpetrated by 
the rich and powerful! Oh, how many 
there are who suffer all their lives 
at the hands of unscrupulous foes! 
Por many years in the Trench bas- 
tile, was confined a state prisoner, 
known as the "Man with- the Iron 
Mask." He died in 1703. This pris,- 
oner.was supposed by many writers 
to have been a twin brother of Louis 
XIV. He was confined'in his living 
tomb with an iron mask over his face, 
lest he should come forth' and claim 
the Trench throne, and thus cause a 
revolution.- The iron mask concealed 
the face, because the prisoner was 
supposed to be facially an exact dupli- 
cate of the reigning' king, if this 
story be true, it brands Louis XIV 
as one of the most stony-hearted mon- 
sters who ever sat upon a throne. No 
matter what his own rights may 
have been, to protect those rights he 
was not justified in practicing a life- 
time injustice upon a brother. How 
msny men are trying to deprive their 
brother man of his rights! The law- 
yer who helps them in their nefarious 
attempt, is a partaker with them in 
their crime. I am not here contend- 
ng that it is wrong for the lawyer 
o defend a criminal in court. Every 
nan is entitled to a fair trial. Even 
lie wretch Czolgosz, had his rights 
before the law, and justice required 
hat those rights be protected. 
A 


awyer often does an heroic part in 
defending a criminal, or in pleading 
;hat mercy be shown him; but there 
s no heroism, there is only shame, 
in aiding a cliesft to cheat or defraud 


falsehood, no matter how good the 
"cause may be for which that false- 
hood has been told. 


But though this may ba all trua, 


the temptations before honest crim- 
inal lawyers are very great. Believ- 
ing in th« innocence of thedr clients, 
they know as no- other cl-.sa of men, 
how many innocent victims have 
been sent to the penitentiary or the 
'gallows, through an unbreakable 
chain of false circumstantial evi- 
dence. In one of our large cities of 
the east a man was1 aroused one 
night by a noise. With lighted can- 
dle and cocked revolver, he descends 
ed the stairs, and was shot dead. An 


instead of pushing them in, you will 
have all the clients you want.

pon the helpless and the siainP Or 
ill you, in the front rank of the 
egal profession, g^ve your time and 
services to save that young man? 


Shall the strong lawyers only look 
ittr the strong clients, and not after 
le weak? No, no. That is not 
rhat they ought to do. Surely thi; 
awyers should be just as s«!f-sacri 
cing in caring for the helpless tm- 
ortunates, as their brothsr profes- 
sionals, the surgeons and the dcctors. 
'he poorest in our cities can have, if 
necrssary, the services of toe very 
best surgeon, or oculist, or aurist. or 
ung specialist. All a man has to do 
s to go to the hospital clinics, and 
the best medical and surgical skill is 
at his command free. Can it be that 
:he lawyer is not ready to sacrifice 
as much for humanity's cause as the 
physician or the sur^on? Besides 
that, my able legal friend, you know 
your success has brought you plenty 
of money. You know the reason you 
do not retire from practice is simply 
because you cannot beir to bD idle. 
Then, why not give a part of your 
time to helping the weak eaid down- 
troddtn? "Why not be a good Samar- 
itan in the profession in which you 
sec cnly toe often the bruised sind 
bleeding travelers who hava fallen 
among the thieves on the 
Jericho 


road, and who have not one strong 
legal friend to come to their rescue? 


The noble lawyer's greatest influ- 


tnse should be traced in the spiritual 
realm. It is necessary for him to 
plead the cause which will affect the 
individui? '.emj'oral destiny. Is it 
not much more important for hiir. to 
plead that cause which will affect 
another's life, not only for time, but 
for eternity? Every great lawyer is 
a leader in the community in which 
he lives. If he wishes, he may be- 
come a leader in municipal politics 
and statecraft—a leader in all the re- 
formatory nicvements. Shall ho not 
be a leader before 
the throno of 


grace? , 


Some people are foolish, enough to 


suppose that a lawyer demeans his 
office when he champions the gospel, 
just as a minister nearly always de- 
grades his spiritual office when he be- 
comes embroiled in the bitternesses 
of local politics. 
When Sir Thomas 


More used to visit his old home on 
the Sabbath, day, ho could always be 
found in the Episcopalian chan-cel, 
taking part in the srervica as a lay 
reader. A state officer one day came 
to him and said, "Sir Thomas, do you 
not think you are casting a slur upon 
your official position under the king? 
Ought the English, chancellor to par- 
form the humble duties 
of a 'lay 


reader?" "Yes," answered the great
